3. The drawings are objected to because it is not clear from Figure 1 that the 
excitation coil is wound in a figure-eight pattern. Corrected drawing sheets in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application.

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The phrase "the metal" on the second to last line of claim 1 9, the third to last line 
of claim 21 , and the fourth to last line of claim 22 lacks antecedent basis. 
As to Claims 34-38, 

These claims appear to contain the phrase "two opposite sides" on, for example, 
on line 2 of claim 34. However, the Examiner notes that it is not clear which opposite 
sides this claim is referring to. Note claim 33 which states "two opposite sides of the 
rectangular-ring" on line 2. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-18, 20, and 23-33 are allowed. 

6. Claims 19, 21, 22, and 34-38 are allowed upon overcoming the above noted 
claim objections.
